TEHRAN, Iran, Dec. 6 (UP) 
Three persons were reported 
killed and more than 200 injured 
today when police, troops and 
angry nationalists clashed with a 
Communist mob in the heart of 
Tehran 

Police fired machine guns over 
the heads of the Communist dem 
onstrators in a clash in Tehran's 
parliament square. Troops and 
police then used rifle butts and 
fire hoses in an attempt to smash 
the riot.

The recent happening in Esquimalt, when.a puppy was 
thrown from a speeding car and left to die a lingering death 
by the occupants, bears al! the earmarks of the handiwork of 
a sadistic adult or adults; rather than the thoughtless cruelty 
of children. 


BRUTES AND SADISTS 

AT callous and calculated act is only one of a series of 

similar brutalities which shock Victoria from time to time. 
We have heard of waterfowl, including seagulls, bemg found 
with their bills wired together, dooming them to a death from 
slow starvation, of cats and dogs being wantonly mistreated, 
of corralled deer being shot at 

oe True, such things happen elsewhere, more’s the pity.“ But 

it doesn't make me feel: any less ashamed that Victoria 
harbors such brutes in its midst. Let us hope that if, and 
when, the culprits are found they will get their just deserts 
although I doubt it. For, in my opinion, the only punishment 
to fit that particular crime is to administer the culprits a dose 
of their own medicine—in the shape of corporal punishment. 
Incidentally, I know that some people will say I am sadistic 
for suggesting it. 


THE OTHER EXTREME 


AT the other extreme of the emotional pendulum from the

"THE LATEST RISE IN THE CANA- 

dian cost-of-living index demonstrates 
once again how difficult it is for the best 
economists to forecast the movement of 
prices. The Canadian Government had 
expected prices to level off iri October 
after the index rise of 0.6 points in Sep- 
tember. Instead, they rose in October 
by 0.8 points. But they could not help 
rising so long as the upward spiral con- 
tinued in the United States. 

It has long been argued by the Con- 
servative Party and the C.C.F. in Parilia- 
ment that the United States had solved 
the problem of inflation because its 
prices remained steady during the sum 
mer; whereas the Canadian Government 
had failed because Canadian prices have 
never ceased to rise—though at a much 
reduced pace—since the first of the year. 

The latest American figures destroy 
this convenient theory. In the month 
ending September 15 the American index 
rose 1.1 points, almost twice as-much 
as the Canadian index. In the next 
month, ending October 15, the American 
index rose 0.8 points, exactly the same 
rise as that recorded in Canada, for the 
full month of October 

Since Canada (and for that matter 
the entire world) inherits American prices 
through buying and selling so largely 
in the American market, there is 
escape for anybody so long as the in 
fiationary spiral continues in the United 
States. And assuredly it wil) continue. 
unless there is a drastic change in the 
world economy at large, until the United 
States adopts fundamental fiscal reme 
dies ‘which it has not yet done, at least 
in adequate degree 

The political difficulties of the United 
States Government and Congress, how 
ever, need not surprise us here. When 
ev the Canadian Government has 
adopted fundamental remedies like 
higher interest. rates, credit curbs and 
high taxes it has been told in 
quarters that it is threatening to r 
the nation and destroy business. The 
Government has. stood by policy 80 
far, sacrificing political popularity for 
what it believes to be sound courses 
but its inevitably

He says that the government did not 
literally promise to hold its bonds at

Certainly all democratic 
give a moral guarantee to every holder, 
of bonds and money but what is this 
guarantee? It is not that certain se- 
curities will always be worth so much 
but that their real value will be pre 
served by the preservation of the value 
of money itself 

No bond holder will lose a cent of 
money if he holds his bond to the date 
of maturity when he will be paid off 
ata hundred cents on the dollar. But 
the 1939 bond holder already has lost half 
the value of his bond through the de, 
clining value of money and the rise in 
prices.

The bond holder writing to The Times 
asks what the future holds. Assuredly 
it holds little hope for the investor if 
the government fulfills: a supposed 
guarantee by maintaining fixed bond 
prices at the cost of abandoning the in 
terest rate, its most effective weapon 
against inflation.

At a recent trades union congress, 
he set forth the facts of Czech life 
under the present regime—and those 
facts show scant consideration for the 
classless society. 

Mr. Zapotocky noted that the raising 
of wages for the lower-paid had led some 
people to assume that the process would 
go on until “complete equality” was 
reached, That, he said; was “nonsense.” 

“We have,” said the prime minister 
of Czechoslovakia, “got ourselves on the 
downward slope of egalitarianism, and 
wage-leveling”—a position which has pro- 
duced a frequent demand that workers 
be paid equally because people needed 
the same amount of food. 

“Comrades,” ‘said Mr Zapotocky, “it 
is a view dangerous to socialism. If we 
were to adopt the idea that we were 
going to pay everyone the same money 


because they have the same stomach 
we should not establish socialism. We 
should not be able to guarantee g better 
future, and our produetion would de- 
clihe We must fight against this 
dangerous slogan with all means at our 
command.”

“Damage to a worker's health,” he 
said, “is not as serious as economic 
damage to production.” 

Mr. Zapotocky does not 
the equality of man.

Detroit Red Wings and Toronto Maple Leafs can play 
it cleanly and still come up with some first-class hockey.

Jackson, Oscar Felch, Ar- 
nold Gandil, Geérge Weaver 
Charlies Risberg, Fred McMullin 
Eddie Cicotte and Claude Wil 
liams were barred for life from 
organized baseball by the late 
commissioner Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis. 

Jackson, who played the out 
field and hit 375 in the 
won by the Reds, had 
plagued by heart trouble 
cent years 

Last night he went to 
9.30 and awakened shortly after 
complaining -of chest pains. He 
died before help could be sum 
moned. 

PROVED INNOCENT 

After his banishment 
returned here, citing his acquit 
tal of conspiracy charges in a 
Chicago as proof of his 
innocence. 

A civil court later awarded him 
the unexpired portion of hig sal- 
ary from Chicago Americans.

Age 65 will 
be the retirement age for most 
and a monthly pension will be 
provided at that age reckoned out 
at 1% per cent of the man’s av- 
erage mionthly earnings during 
the period he has contributed to 
the scheme, multiplied by the 
number of years he has contrib- 
uted 

In the case of a worker who 
pays into the scheme for 20 years 
and averages, during that time, an 
income of $300 a month, the. pen 
sion would be $90 a month

Frey didn’t mind losing 400 points 
with the cards held by his part- 
nership. 

If West had gone on with his 
own bidding, he could have bid 
and made a slam at clubs. Count- 
ing. the value of the game as 300 
points (as issthe rule in tourna- 
}ment play), and not counting the 

honors, West would have scored 
920 points for bidding and making 
six clubs.
